District Attorney Jim Garri- 
son, who has 'been conducting 
his own investigation of the Ken- 
nedy, assassination since v late 
last year, claims that the two 
men are one and the same, and 
that. Clay '^rtrand is an alias 
of Shaw’s. 

Andrews had told, the Warren 
Commission that a, man named 
Clay Bertrand called him up 
[shortly after the- assassination! 
asking him to defend Lee Har- 
vey, Oswald. 

Oswald’s is one of the names 
of three deceased persons whom 
Garrison has specified as al- 
legedly having conspired; with 


Shaw to commit the crime; The 
others are. Jack : Ruby, who 
killed Oswald and died; of cancer' 


himselfi and David W. Ferrle, 
who died of natural - causes in 
New Orleans of :Feb. 22, five 
days after Garrison’s probe be- 
came public.
